.001”, and the powder charges were la- 
boriously checked to make certain that they 
all were the same.

A new (or old) lot of 322 powder recently 
came out of retirement. It is being dis- 
tributed by Walt Berger for Thunderbird 
Cartridge Company, Inc. of Phoenix, Ari- 
zona. Walt informed me that the Thun- 
derbird Company had purchased a large 
amount of this powder as surplus years ago 
but had not marketed it extensively until he 
recently took over its distribution. He refers 
to it as T322. Allegedly it is the same lot first 
distributed by Hodgdon. 

Don Geraci had previously purchased 
some and using his chronograph had found 
it both hotter (faster) and just as or even 
more consistent than Hodgdon 322. | was 
curious as to how it would chronograph. | 
then prepared six 6PPC cases for my 
sporter. The sporter is built on a Myers 
action with a Hart barrel (modified heavy 
varmint taper-.930 on muzzle at 22”; 1-14 
twist) glued into a McMillan stock and 
smithed and stocked by Jim Myers. The 
scope is a Leupold 36X. The neck mea- 
surement of the barrel is .261. | cut my 
necks on my cases to .0085 and sized them 
with the new Wilson sizer using a .258 
bushing. The neck tension was slightly 
tighter than what | usually use. | used the 
standard Wilson seater. | first seated the 
bullets out so that the lands in the barrel 
would just mark the bullet. | then decreased 
the seating depth by .010 so that the bullet 
would be barely touching the lands. | used 
Federal 205 primers; Sako cases; and 70g. 
bullets made by me on J-4 jackets in 
Simonson dies. The powder was thrown 
from a Culver measure at the range and 
was not weighed. It may have been better 
to weigh the charges as Colonel T. J. 
Jackson, Jr. of Austin, Texas has experi- 
mented with throwing powder charges by 
volume, i.e. from a powder measure at 
different temperatures and has found the 
weight of the powder to vary. When it is 
colder the powder charge by volume will 
weigh more than when thrown at a higher

temperature. Therefore, the temperature 
correction to 70 degrees may not be valid. 

When | received the T1322 powder | 
immediately set up my Culver powder 
measure and set it at 50.0C. My Hodgdon 
322 (new lot in round cans) at room tem- 
perature at 50.0C weighs 27.5 grains. The 
T322 also weighed 27.5 grains at 50.0C. 
The T322 was blacker in appearance than 
the newer H322. Don Geraci had also in- 
formed me that he and Raymond Brunet 
found T322 to shoot at its best at 48.0C 
(26.4g) or 48.5C (26.7g) with a 68-70g 
bullet. Since many shooters use 27.7g of 
Hodgdon 322 (50.5C) | wanted to compare 
this setting with the T322. | also wanted to 
compare it with Norma 201 at 29.5 grains 
(50.5C) and DuPont 4198 at 25.5 grains 
(49.0C) as these loads are used often with 
the 68-70 grain bullets in the 6PPC. Don 
Geraci and Jef Fowler use Lots 3138 and 
3139 of DuPont 4198 which throws 26 
grains at 50.0C. These lots are presently 
unavailable (I can verify that!). |am using Lot 
3140 of D4198 which throws the same and 
is also considered a good lot. However, 
many of the newer lots of D4198 often 
throw considerably less than the above. For 
example, Lot 3148 of D4198 will throw 25 
grains at 50.0C. Hodgdon 4198 also varies 
considerably between different lots. 

The winter weather in Louisiana has been 
atrocious as it has been in the rest of the 
country. However, Saturday, January 28, 
1984 was a beautiful sunny day with 
morning temperatures in the range of 
55F-60F. | set up my Oehler 33 chrono- 
graph and chronographed the following 
loads.

| would first shoot a fouling shot and then 
two 5 shot groups at 100 yards which | 
would chronograph. There was heavy 
mirage and a North wind of about 10 mph. 
| did not set up wind flags or concentrate 
on shooting good groups. The rifle was new 
and these were the first rounds fired 
through it. | cleaned with Quicksilver and 
Marksman after every eleven shots and 
used ‘‘Blue Goop”’ at the end of each days 
shooting. Accuracy was not too good at 
first but got considerably better. In fact the 
DuPont 4198 gave the best accuracy and 


it had the widest variation! 


| checked the primers after each firing and 
could detect no signs of pressure. The 
primers were not flattened. The bolt lift after 
firing was easy and not stiff. The six cases 
were fired at least fifteen times and still 


chambered easily. 


The T322 gave the least variation of the 
powders used. However, it also gave re- 
latively low velocities at the loads recom- 
mended, i.e., 48.0 or 48.5 on the Culver 
measure. At the same setting on the Culver 
measure (50.5) as compared to Hodgdon 
322, it only gave an increase of 77 fps with 
the same variation. | would have preferred 
chronographing at least two other rifles with 
these loads. However, | simply did not have 
the time and | am sure it will be some time 
before we have two beautiful days as the 
weekend just mentioned. Hope to update 
these loads in the future. Would appreciate 
receiving chronograph data on T322 from 


other shooters.

SHOOTING WHILE THE CROSSHAIRS DANCE 


TONY BOYER 


When | received your letter | thought 
the information you wanted would be 
simple to explain. Then | sat down and 
started to think about the conditions you 
described and was | surprised. | did not 
realize how many thoughts go through 
my mind when | sit down at the bench to 
shoot a group. To explain how to shoot 
conditions like you described is hard for 
me to do. There are other things that will 
determine how | will shoot these condi- 
tions, such as, is the range flat, is there 
a big hole on one side or a high bank on 
one side or maybe a row of trees. If you 
would have asked me how | would shoot 
a certain range that | have shot | could do 
this fairly easy. | Keep notes on the do’s 
and don’ts of the ranges | shoot that are 
very helpful to me. Dave, how the small 
aggs. can be shot that are shot under the 
mirage conditions and the cross hairs 
jumping around in the entire mothball has 
never ceased to amaze me, when you 
have a 1/2 inch of mirage to start out with 
and you are aiming at an imaginary center 
point of aim. | still say the Man up above 
and ole lady luck has to be on your side 
to win under these conditions or as far as 
that goes anytime you win with the 
competition we shoot against today. Also 
to win | agree with Allie that you have to 
have good equipment. A lot of people say 
that 90% of the equipment on the line can 
win with the right person behind it. This 
may be so but! am glad that | do not have 
to shoot a lot of this 90%. 

Speaking of people and equipment | 
would like to mention a couple of the 
hottest shooting rifles last year and this 
year. Not taking anything away from the 
men who are shooting them, they had to 
do their part too. But | believe it was a lot 
easier for them with their equipment. 
Ferris Pindell has a light varmint that is 
a screamer at 100 yards. Check his re- 
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cord with this rifle. | talked to Ferris about 
this; he said he would love to get another 
barrel that would shoot like this one. Bob 
DeMonstoy was at 1982 Nationals. | sat 
beside Bob while he was practicing with 
his H.V. gun. | watched him shoot groups 
with this rifle | could not believe with what 
the flags were doing. | told Bob that it was 
no use for me to shoot against himin H.V. 
In fact, | went back to the tent and made 
the prediction that if Bob did his part at 
the bench he would win the H.V. He did. 
He did not make dumb mistakes like | do, 
like squeeze bag when touching the 
trigger off or jerking the head up or 
slapping the trigger or other things | do 
at the bench to mess up a group before 
the bullet gets out of the barrel. Bart 
Weiders H.V. at the start of the 1983 
season was a holy terror. When you 
watch a man shoot with his head up 
watching the flags you know he is not 
holding for shots and you watch him 
shoot and know he is not hitting the flags 
perfect and they are going in a nice small 
hole. | know that rifle is shooting. 

| had the best shooting equipment this 
year that | have ever had and if | had not 
done dumb things like | mentioned above 
| would have had a lot of opportunities to 
set records this year. | know with this 
equipment it was a lot easier for me to 
compete. | know | got way off the subject. 
If you can make any thing out of what | 
wrote use it. Dave, if you do not use any 
of this it will not make any difference at 
all to me. 

90% of the time | do not shoot mirage. 
The only time | shoot mirage is when | can 
pick it up in the scope real quick. If | have 
to study so hard to see which way the 
mirage is running, by the time | figure it out 
my wind flags have changed angle or picked 
up or let off from where | want to shoot my 
group. | find | shoot better if | set up wind 
flags so | can watch them out of my left eye 
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and keep them as close to my line of fire as 
possible while being able to see them 
comfortably out of my left eye. Then | watch 
the flags | have set up at other benches for 
any incoming condition change. | will have 
three flags at each bench for 100 yards, at 
20 yards, 40 yards and 65 yards. When | 
go to 200 yards | will have the 4th flag at 
100 yards and hopefully someone will have 
some about 150 yards. 

For the warmup match it would depend 
on what part of the range | was on as to 
what condition | would try to shoot. If | 
was on an end bench and had no flag to 
see incoming condition | would shoot the 
condition that would be coming clear 
across the range to me, so | can tell what 
changes if any are coming toward me. 
Example, if | was on the left end of range 
| would shoot right to left wind. First | 
would try a shot on my sighter, not at the 
mothball, watching my flags when the 
wind rotates and starts to pick up from 
right to left and try to catch the flags 
about 7:30 and | would shoot a shot. | 
would remember the angle of flags and 
the angle of the wind on my body. If this 
condition holds long enough | will shoot 
again as fast as | can shoot comfortably. 
If these shots cut each other | will keep 
this in mind. Then if the wind picks up | 
will watch it and when it drops back down, 
| am now looking for a point when the 
flags will hang there near the same 
position for maybe 5 to 25 seconds. | will 
shoot as many shots as possible for me 
at another point on the sighter and see 
how these shots group, remembering 
angle of flags and feel on body. Then 
when the flags drop dead, before they 
reverse, | will shoot two shots on sighter 
in dead condition to see where they print 
on the mothball. How these shots group 
and where the point of aim is at in calm 
will give me a reference point to tell how 
much the wind is pushing the bullet. Then 
| will go to the record target and shoot 
wind about 7:00 to 7:30, either on the pick 
up or let up which ever one looks the best 
on my sighter. | will shoot as fast as | can 
and get as many shots off as | can before 
the condition changes, then wait until 
condition comes back and try to finish 
group; if not wait till it comes back and 
shoot again. | never shoot on the upswing 
and then on the downswing of flags on 
same group. If | have run out of time and 
have to | will check on sighter first and the 
hold for shots. 
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WALT BERGER 


Dave, your hypothetical range condi- 
tion could lend itself to a rather inter- 
esting day. | will do my best to describe 
how | would shoot the described 
conditions. 

Since we are having a warm-up match, 
| would use it to check the reliability of the 
described conditions. 

During the observation period before 
the warm-up match, | would have de- 
termined which range flags, if any, fol- 
lowed the same condition that the mirage 
was indicating. | have seen times when all 
of the flags, some of the flags, or none 
of the positioned flags would agree with 
the mirage. 

Having determined that a given flag and 
the mirage were showing the same 
condition change, my first several shots 
on the sighter target would be with the 
flag and mirage running in a left to right 
flow. If the shots printed to my sat- 
isfaction and it was a warm-up match, | 
would go directly to the record target and 
shoot my group. At the completion of the 
group, | would go back to the sighter and 
shoot several shots in the right to left flow 
and compare them to the ones shot in the 
left to right flow. | would then shoot a shot 
in the boil to determine if the shot in fact 
did print at my known impact point. In the 
time remaining or after the target was 
posted, | would examine it to determine 
if there might be an advantage in one 
condition over another. If there were no 
apparent advantages, | would start my 
first record match in the left to right 
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condition. The reason for starting in this 
condition is my shooting style. | shoot 
right handed and with my left eye open, 
with my flags placed to the left of the flight 
of the bullet. With a left to right condition 
| can watch and see a change (I hope) 
before it would reach the flight of the 
bullet. If this condition is working to my 
satisfaction, and the groups | am 
shooting are keeping me ‘‘in the hunt”, | 
will stay with it and maybe change the 
way | shoot it (top velocity vs. low end of 
the velocity range). If my groups (and | 
feel that | have not made mistakes and 
missed my condition) are not competitive 
with the match leaders, | will continue to 
experiment with the other conditions on 
the sighter target in an effort to find the 
right combination that produces groups 
that are competitive. 

As a rule, a boil is one of the last 
conditions that | will shoot in. The reason 
| stay from the boil is that it is so easy 
to get a shot out, on either side of the 
group. This is especially true in 10-shot 
groups. 

The phenomena of the cross hair or dot 
moving around the aiming point is 
something that is rather hard to explain, 
but | think if you are reading the mirage 
correctly, the aiming point will be your 
normal aiming point. 

It is my personal belief that mental 
attitude plays a large part in the winning 
of any bench rest match and speaking 
from personal experience, when | have a 
personal problem that keeps me from 
devoting my full concentration to range 
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conditions, this 180 degree change you 
describe will allow me to shoot some very 
large groups, unfortunately. 

Over the years | have talked to a lot of 
shooters about how to shoot mirage, and 
to the new shooter it is a rather baffling 
experience. | know some shooters who 
have been shooting for years and still have 
a hard time with it. So to the new shooter 
| would say .... if your gun is shooting to 
your satisfaction in good conditions, get out 
to the range in the middle of the day and 
set up and watch the mirage. Shoot in it until 
you become comfortable shooting it. Make 
a mirage board, I.E., a board with a white 
background with black stripes running 
horizontally. This will allow you to see the 
crest and valleys of the mirage better as it 
flows across the board .... and practice, 
and then practice some more. | know it is 
not much fun shooting big groups when you 
know your gun will shoot those little bitty 
ones. But | believe there is but one way to 
learn to shoot mirage and that is to practice 
shooting in it until you are its master, and 
it is not the master of you. Once learned, 
it can be another tool in your shooting 
paraphernalia that will allow you to become 
a better match competitor.

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Dear Dave: 

Concerning your letter about “‘how are 
you gonna beat it’. | have to admit that 
mirage is not my favorite condition. 

| spent a lot of Sunday mornings at the 
mirage capital of the East Coast (the Pine 
Tree Rifle Club), with the patient coaching 
of Bob Bump who finally said, ‘‘son, just 
watch the flags and forget the mirage’. If 
| find myself in a match where | have nothing 
to watch except mirage, | try to determine 
which direction is the predominant one and 
go for it. 

| have gotten into the habit of waiting for 
my condition rather than holding for it and 
sometimes that can be a real disaster, but 
usually it works. | have found that the worst 
condition to shoot is a ‘‘boiling’’ mirage; left 
to right or right to left is far better. 

| can never get the dot in my scope to stay 
steady in the mothball so | try to average 
it; when it seems to keep bouncing around 
the center of the circle, | will shoot. 

This past summer | spent a lot of time with 
a Hall rail gun, and | learned a few things 
about mirage. When the gun is returned to 
battery and the dot in the scope is one ring 
or more beyond where it was for the first 
shot, you really need faith to touch off the 
next shot. But, it works. And that shows 
just how far the image can drift under 
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certain conditions. 

If lam not satisfied with the group | got 
and if there is any time left | will try the 
calm and see how they print on the 
sighter with the first ones | shot. This 
usually happens when the wind is re- 
versing. If they look better than my record 
group, when | come back out to shoot my 
first record group | would look for dead 
calm and try a couple of shots on the 
sighter again. The point of aim will 
probably be higher than the warmup but 
that won’t bother me if the shots cut each 
other. | will try calm condition on the 
record shooting as fast as | can. But if | 
am still not satisfied | will try different 
angles of wind, maybe more wind on the 
next relay, and left to right wind for sure 
if | was not satisfied with the group | got 
on the first relay. The trick is picking a 
condition each relay that will keep you in 
the competition. When things are going 
good it seems you can see something out 
there on the range that will give you good 
groups, other times you can not make 
heads or tails out of anything. That is 
when you are in trouble. This is what 
happens when you can do no wrong. You 
go out on the warmup match and you sit 
there for maybe 5 minutes watching the 
flags. You will see that when the wind 
picks up from right to left it goes up to 
9:00 fairly quickly, but when it drops back 
down it will drop to about 7:30 to 7:00 and 
just hang there for maybe as much as 25 
seconds. That is when | will shoot as fast 
as possible, take what | get and get up 
from the bench. If this gives me 250 down 
to maybe a small one of 140 | will shoot 
it all day and hope | can get a .2000 to 
.2300 agg. out of it and however many 


beat me more power to them, but | will be 
in pretty good shape for 200 yards. 

You would be surprised how many 
times a condition close to the one | 
described is there but you do not pick it 
up in time to get the full time that it holds 
for you. When you are shooting good you 
do not hesitate, you do your thing when 
the condition comes. You do not stop the 
group when you see a little change, you 
just fudge a little on your hold and keep 
shooting. | will say 75% of the time | am 
holding after the first shot. 

Another way | might shoot my group. Say 
the wind is blowing from left to right at a 
slight angle, not quite straight across. | first 
feel it on my left cheek, then my first flags 
show it, then the next flags start to show 
the pickup. That is when | will shoot the first 
shot and shoot the following groups as fast 
as possible, holding for each shot as the 
wind picks up. | might be the first ring out 
of the mothball at 9:00 when | finish the 
group. The up and down hold will be on 
however the group is forming. Usually the 
left to right wind will push the bullet down. | 
So if | did not have a bad hold on one of my 
shots | might be as high as 11:00 on the 
mothball and the first ring out when | finish 
my group. When conditions will not hold this 
is the way | shoot my groups if the field will 
stay in one angle long enough. 

When the mirage is like you describe, 
| know | am better off to pick a condition 
that | can get the shots off without 
stopping, instead of getting a shot or two 
on the record and then have to wait for 
the condition to come back and shoot 
again. But a lot of the time | can not find 
the condition that will hold long enough. 
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LOWELL FREI 


Let me qualify these remarks by saying 
| do not consider myself much of an 
expert on doping conditions. There are a 
few shooters that | would feel qualified to 
give advice to, but there are certainly a 
bunch of them that | would myself listen 
to. However, | have enjoyed this type of 
article very much, and | feel it proper that 
| respond to your inquiry, if only to give 
you whatever support | can in a very 
worthwhile endeavor that seems helpful 
to the benchrest shooters at large. 

So, here goes. First, at least three 
shots in each condition (on the sighter, of 
course). This will probably have to be 
repeated off and on throughout the day. 
| suspect | would shoot either right to left, 
or left to right, riding the steadiest wind 
that | could find. Even if the sighter target 
shots during the ‘‘boil’’ conditions 
grouped the best, | probably wouldn't 
have the nerve to elect to shoot in this 
condition. It only takes one shot out to run 
the day, the weekend, and along trip, and 
| feel that a boil is just too unreliable. 

Also, once | start shooting, even if there 
is a 180 degree switch, | would probably 
go quickly to the sighter, fire one to learn 
the necessary hold off for the new 
condition, then hold that amount and 
finish my record group... .in preference 
to waiting for a condition to come back. 
This may be subject to change if one 
condition can CLEARLY be identified as 
much predominant for that day. Keep up 
the good work! 


HOWARD DIETZ 


The situation you describe is standard 
at most big matches held around the 
country except for the fact that most 
have done away with the warm up 
matches, which gives you a chance to 
check things out. Since you are seeing all 
this mirage you must be shooting at 200 
yards. 

The first thing | would do is to sight my 
rifle in to shoot dead on to the center of 
crosshair or dot in the boil condition. The 
reason for this | will explain a little later. 
Now proceed to the sighter target and fire 
a three shot group with the wind blowing 
from right to left. Then fire a three shot 
group with the wind blowing from left to 
right. Now compare the two groups and 
try and determine which condition is the 
most stable in regards to vertical and 
horizontal displacement; also check as to 
how far apart the two groups are. 

Now to the record target, | have de- 
termined that the best condition is from 
left to right. | place the crosshair on the 
9 o'clock position on mothball and 
squeeze one off. Range officer gives two 
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minute warning. Quickly throwing 
another chamber | check first shot and 
see it has hit 5 o’clock just outside of 
mothball — condition looks same 
squeeze trigger, BAM, quickly reload, 
look, bullet touched first shot. But now 
mirage is boiling then switches. Wait a 
little while, it looks like it is going to hold. 
Remember this condition moves bullets 
one and one half inches to left. One 
sighter left. Go to sighter target, hold one 
ring to right of mothball and fire, reload, 
looks like it went where it was supposed 
to go, jump to record target, fire number 
three and four, they go pretty close. Just 
a little low. Reload again, 30 second 
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warning — now wind switches to head 
on, straight boil. Wait a while, looks like 
it’s not coming back, put crosshair in the 
middle of group and let her go, “‘CEASE 
FIRE,” ‘REMOVE BOLTS,” shouts the 
range Officer. I’m afraid to look, | will not 
shoot in a head wind boil unless | ab- 
solutely have to, but it’s good to know 
where it will print just in case this type of 
situation comes up. That last shot 
opened up the group from .500 to .600 
but was damn glad to get that. Now if | 
can just remember what | learned for the 
record matches coming up.

Dear Dave, 

You sure know how to inflate a guy’s ego. 
Asking me to comment on shooting a 
particular condition is like asking Orville 
Wright how to fly a jet airplane. Doping 
methods that would win aggregates 10 and 
15 years ago just don’t hack it in these days 
of ultra small groups and aggregates. It 
used to be: If you had a good shooting gun 
you concentrated on not getting ‘“‘caught”’ 
and didn’t sweat the little stuff. If you didn’t 
shoot a ‘‘big’’ one you would usually be in 
the top ten. 

Not so today! Our current crop of top 
competition shooters are doing a fantastic 
job of doping the minute variations within a 
given condition. Mental attitude is ex- 
tremely important. They concentrate on 
every group being a little bitty hole re- 
gardless of how bad conditions are, where 
as |, and a lot of other shooters still con- 
centrate on not shooting a big one but are 
unable to dope out the minor changes. 

Hand in hand with doping ability is their 
uncanny ability to fine tune a rifle, and to 
make load changes to suit a particular 
weather condition. 

It can be frustrating to a lesser talented 
shooter to ask one of the hot shots how he 
does his doping. The answer he gives is 
usually a very simple one which leads you 
to believe the hot shot doesn’t want to give 
away his secrets. Not so! He doesn’t tell 
you more because he doesn’t know. Sure, 
he can give you the basics, but the highly 
refined doping process used by the con- 
sistent winners is an intuitive process rather 
than an analytical one. 

Not too long ago | asked Jef Fowler: “‘If 
on a given day you have both wind and 
mirage, do you concentrate on watching the 
mirage or the wind flags? And, if you watch 
the wind flags, which flags?’ He spent 
about 10 minutes trying to explain to me 


how he does it. Then he paused and said, 
“Hell, | guess | watch everything.” That 
was a very honest answer and is what | 
believe to be the “‘secret’’ of consistent 
good doping. Yes, you may have a primary 
indicator such as the mirage board or a 
particular flag to watch, but you also have 
to watch everything else. Unconsciously all 
this information goes to the intuitive side of 
the brain and your decision is based on 
intuition. 

The analytical doping method of 
watching a particular indicator may work on 
a certain day, but the shooter doping on 
intuition is going to be the most consistent 
winner. 

A highly educated person who has had 
years of training to think analytically (such 
as an engineer) can be at a real disad- 
vantage when shooting against people with 
a more relaxed mental profession such as 
carpenters, coal miners, housewives, or 
dairy farmers (guess what dairy farmer I’m 
thinking of?). (Editor: He lives in Whitehall, 
New York .... right?) 

The analytical thinker will have to work 
real hard to make decisions on intuition 
whereas it will come naturally to other 
people. 

| used to have the reputation of being a 
good mirage doper. | won many aggregates 
in the past by watching only the mirage on 
the target frame, and paying absolutely no 
attention to the wind flags or anything else. 
That is a very good example of analytical 
doping, tunnel vision so to speak. | found 
| can dope mirage as well as | ever did, but 
it’s not good enough in today’s competition. 
Such doping will keep you from getting 
caught and shooting a big group, but the 
mirage picture is too broad to dope the little 
bitty stuff. The same principal applies to 
watching any one particular thing. 
Changing doping habits is not easy, butlam 
going to keep on trying. 

Ed Shilen 
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_ The situation you describe in your letter 
is a problem we don’t have to deal with 
much in Oklahoma. | had to drive 500 
miles to St. Louis last summer to find 
wind below 10 m.p.h. 

The warm-up match, whether 3 min- 
utes or 7 minutes, is when you find out what 
is going on downrange. In the three min- 
utes, the shooter needs to shoot every 
condition downrange. Record shot place- 
ment of each condition in your kidneys. 
Kidneys are great storage places and are 
usually larger than B.R. shooters brains. 
Pay particular attention to the extreme of 
each condition. | often find that the highest 
velocity push is more honest and forgiving 
than trying to shoot the light stuff. Shooters 
seem to get careless in their gun handling 
when they feel there is little or no wind. 

Of the three conditions you list, | would 
probably shoot either number one or 
number three. Shoot the wind and mirage 
traveling the same direction. | started 
shooting benchrest in 1977 and made my 
first Nationals at Midland in 1978. This 
was my first exposure to high velocity 
mirage and unfortunately it wasn’t to be 
my last either. Fred Hasecuster was 
shooting on my left and was kind enough 
to tell a new shooter what to look for 
when the mirage is running. One thing he 
told me that stuck in my kidney (or brain) 
was when the mirage stops and starts to 
boil straight up, a change is occurring and 
DON'T shoot. It works most of the time. 

Try to pick a condition that returns 
fairly often. | am a condition shooter and 
often take the full 7 minutes for a group. 
If the condition holds long enough to 
shoot five shots — great — if not; wait. 
If it looks like your condition isn’t going 
to return, go to the sighter to get back into 
the group. Be aggressive. 

When the crosshairs are bouncing up 
and down as the mirage travels across 
the target, | try to pay attention to the 
high and low point of the bounce. Try to 
shoot one of the two like you shoot wind 
velocity of the wind flag. 

Next, keep your eyes and ears open to 
the shooters around you. Learn from their 
mistakes before they become yours. 

The temperature outside as | write this 
is 5° with a chill index of —35° which is 
very cold for Oklahoma. Is it true that the 
Eubers practice in this kind of weather in 
Vermont? No wonder they are tough! 


(Editor: Practice, heck, if it’s a mod- 
erate five degrees out, Gordy Euber is 
usually wearing just a tee-shirt — plus 
trousers, of course — at Dunham's Bay).

Dear Dave, 

Stay the hell out of exclusive yacht clubs 
that stock only one brand of scotch and 
never, ever eat in a restaurant that mis- 
spells ‘‘hamburger’’! 

| don’t know how you managed to do it, 
but ‘thanks for getting the Wyoming 
Antelope Club’s February match listing in 
the January issue of P.S. Why don’t you 
motivate yourself down to Florida for this 
match? | can’t think of a better time of year 
to bail out of Connecticut. You could even 
take in EPCOT Center and Disney World on 
the way; it’s less than an hour drive from 
the range. In all seriousness, you need to 
make it down to the Southeast Region for 
at least one match and get personally 
acquainted with a few more of the shooters 
down here. 

If you see Jon Leu before | do, remind him 
that only once (and very briefly then) have 
| ever shot a standard cartridge in benchrest 
competition. I’ve always considered myself 
one of the world’s (worst) (greatest) wildcat 
and variant cartridge experimenters. | am 
almost constantly trying out ideas, theories, 
and (new?) variations IN REGISTERED 
MATCH COMPETITION since that’s the 
only positive way of reaching conclusions 
on these things. Which reminds me — my 
22-35 SMF (22 PPC with 35° shoulder and 
shortened .075”) unlimited won four of the 
last five matches it was fired in; and losing 
to Geraci is NOT considered bad form in my 
circles. | favor the 35° shoulder in every- 
thing from a .222 to 20MM Oerlikon be- 
cause a lot of earlier tinkering concluded 
that 30° doesn’t quite control case 
stretching and neck thickening as well as 
35° whereas anything sharper offered very 
little improvement and often caused feeding 
problems. 

Regarding hard bolt closing with the PPC 
and variant cases (I know you didn’t ask 
me, but I’m going to tell you anyway), this 
appears to result mainly from hot loads 
and/or very smooth (or, worse yet, polished) 
chambers. When Les Schimpf cuts a 
chamber with any of our Francis reamers, 
itis always too smooth. So, we apply an old 
trick (learned from Mike Walker, | think) and 
break the ‘‘glaze’’ on the body portion of the 
chamber with #2 steel wool on a wooden 
dowel. Apparently, the microscopic “‘rings”’ 
thus formed give just enough purchase to 
minimize the case set-back problem. #0, or 
finer, steel wool will just polish the chamber 
and probably aggrevate the problem 
further.

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Your Hunter Class shooters and readers 
might be interested in the news from 
Leupold, Dave. They are coming out with 
anew Compact 6X scope WITH adustable 
objective. Weighing just 10 ounces this 
scope has a great deal of promise. However 
Leupold did not see fit to equip it with Target 
type knobs but rather the older friction 
adjustments and it has the Duplex cross- 
wire. 

After repeated telephone calls to Leupold 
| finally persuaded the Repair Division to 
assemble a couple of scopes with their click 
Target adjustments and they report the 
click values will be ‘‘very close to 1/4”. 
Scopes may be sent back for the addition 
of the Target type adjustments which by the 
way are the same as the 12X Silhouette 
scope and come with extra knobs for you 
to achieve either the conventional target 
knobs with caps or the larger knobs that are 
a bit easier to read and are calibrated in 


metric but which do not have caps, and a 
fine crosswire subtending approximately 
1/8” at 100 yards can be installed at the 
same time. 

Scopes cannot be ordered from the 
factory this way though it is anticipated 
such could be possible if demand warrants. 
This is the same procedure that evolved the 
6.5 x 20 which later was catalogued with 
the Target adjustments. In view of the 
recent demise of Weaver this new Leupold 
comes at a most opportune time and could 
easily dominate the Hunter Class within two 
years.

A Brief Listing of the Custom Actions 
In Benchrest History 


by Dave Brennan 


Yes, | know it has indeed taken us a while 
to get to the 1950 match at Johnstown, to 
study the equipment advances in the three 
years between 1947 and 1950. But for a 
couple of reasons, which will remain suit- 
ably obscure at the moment, the editor 
wishes to go to this listing of custom actions 
at this point in the series. One reason would 
be to solicit corrections and/or additions 
now, so that we may get them into their 
proper listing as the series evolves. 

We are attempting to list herein any 
custom action made primarily for the sport 
of benchrest shooting, that had at least ten 
actions produced. Several mechanically 
inclined shooters have made one or two 
custom actions, and it is not our intent to 
include such actions here. For instance, 
Clarence Detsch, the skilled die maker of 
St. Mary’s, Pennsylvania made six custom 
actions, but virtually all of them remain in the 
hands of family members. 

It is rather our intent to list those actions 
that had ten or more models made, and ask 
our readership if they can think of any 
actions that the dumb editor missed, to drop 
a line to us, and that way our history of the 
evolution of benchrest equipment will not 
miss a custom action that should have been 
mentioned. Any criticism of the listing will, 
strangely enough, be appreciated.

Dear Dave, 

Thanks for the advance copy of your 
article about the custom actions in bench- 
rest history, as made by the custom shops. 
I’m afraid that | can’t add much to what you 
have there. 

As | remember, Precision Rifle Company 
started off with a cylindrical action with 
interrupted thread type lugs (see P.S., 
March, 1957), then put out a square action 
with no loading port (bolt had a shell holder 
type face). See P.S., August, 1957. 
Precision Rifle didn’t last very long. | seem 
to recall problems shooters had in getting 
their actions, once they sent in their money 
and order. (Editor: Doc Garcelon tells me 
that there was a lot to be desired in the 
actions that actually made it into 
circulation). 

You relate in your letter that you do not 
consider the heavy single shot Schultz & 
Larson action to be a custom action, to your 
way of thinking, as it was made by a factory, 
rather than a custom shop. 

The only other action that | know of that

is not on your list is the one that was made 
by Forster Brothers. Ed McNally had one of 
their very early production models at 
Johnstown, about 1955. Can’t give you 
anything in the way of detail on it, or how 
many were made and sold. 

| looked through Bob Wallack’s book, 
MODERN ACCURACY (1951), and he 
mentions nothing about custom actions. 
The 1951 issue of THE ULTIMATE, page 
296 lists nothing but Winchester model 
70's, FN Mausers, '98 Mausers, Enfields, 
and a few Remington actions as used by the 
top shooters at DuBois, Pennsylvania; 
Johnstown, New York; and at Seattle, 
Washington in 1950. Apparently, custom 
actions didn’t come on the scene until the 
mid to late 1950’s. Bob Hart came on the 
line with one in 1956. Apparently this was 
his big heavy action for the heavy benchrest 
gun. 

| have 18 volumes of notes, each volume 
with 190 pages! Thumbing backwards, | 
found the following table of equipment used 
at the NBRSA Nationals for 1954 through 
1959:

He’s just one of that 
rather large body of shooters who likes to 
play with accurate rifles .... and a man 
who looks forward to the coming of each 
month’s issue of P-S. Well, says he, he 
looks forward to an evening by the fire 
curled up with the new issue of P-S until he 
tries to read it and finds that he does not 
understand a great portion of the contents 
therein. 

At one point in our talk he referred to the 
magazine as something of a printed forum 
in which gunsmiths could correspond with- 
out using postage stamps. He said what 
the magazine lacks — and he would like to

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Judging by the number of calls | field at 
the shop, there are a whole lot of people out 
there in the real world who don’t really 
understand the basics of precision shoot- 
ing, case preparation, working up accurate 
loads, etc. Unfortunately, there is no real 
source these people can turn to for in- 
formation. RIFLE and HANDLOADER are 
certainly less than they should be in this 
respect, and the general interest shooting 
publications, according to what Bob Milek 
tells me, aren’t really interested in this sort 
of material. This leaves the would-be reader 
groping for information and presents a 
rather unique opportunity for P-S... .orso 
it seems to me. 

The first thing that comes to mind is anew 
column — ‘‘Fhe Beginners’ Corner’? — 
which could be addressed to those 
questions such as how does one go about 
preparing cases for a benchrest rifle, for an 
accurate varmint rifle, working up loads, 
etc. If reader interest turned out to be 
sufficient | would think their letters con- 
taining questions would provide an ongoing 
source of subject matter for the column.

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Mirage 


“— caused by the refraction of light rays 
from the object through layers of air having 
different densities as the result of unequal 
temperature distributions.’’ (Webster’s) 


Mirage is a damnation for some riflemen 
while for those who have come to un- 
derstand it and are able to detect it and use 
it find it a blessing at times. Often it is 
impossible to see, or nearly so, and it may 
be assumed by some that none is present. 
When very slight in intensity mirage can only 
be seen with higher power scopes and with 
good light. 

Dr. Franklin W. Mann in his ‘The Bullet’s 
Flight’’ recorded ‘‘no mirage could be 
detected, in slightest degree, to affect 
telescope lenses or change the position of 
cross hairs on target up to 200 yards.”’ His 
tests were conducted with a 16X scope 
with a one inch objective lens. His testing 
was conducted in 1904. Dr. Mann was in 
error on that score because of the 
equipment he was limited by. Had he had 
a Lyman 25X his reported results would 
have been very informative for his con- 
temporaries. With our modern scopes, their 
quality and large objective lenses, some 
level of mirage can always be seen re- 
gardless of free air temperature with scope 
powers as low as 20-24X. Those scopes 
with power upward of 25X and with fine 
crosshair makes a very slight mirage 
movement very useful when wind flags lay 
dormant. It’s always there, seen or not. The

following experiences with mirage hopefully 
will help the newcomer in benchrest 
competition or the home experimenter use 
mirage rather than fight it. 

First, it should be assured before the shot 
is let off that mirage is flowing in the same 
direction as the wind flags are going. A 
reverse of mirage or a boil assures the shot 
will be out of the group. The speed of mirage 
is most often judged by the speed of the 
flow at the top or bottom of the target frame. 
Often it is hard to detect and see clearly. At 
a championship a few years back, such a 
condition continued all the first day. That 
evening, Bill Minneman stopped off at a 
local hardware store and picked up some 
white paint spray cans and painted the tops 
of the frame. This helped him see the mirage 
and judge its speed. 

A “mirage board’’ is very helpful and 
more and more of them are being seen at 
matches. This is simply a board that has 
been painted with alternating light and dark 
colored strips across it. The past summer 
Connie and | were out on the range working 
with our rifles and we were using a target 
frame with a mirage board across the top, 
perhaps three feet long and twenty inches 
high. The board was first painted white and 
then with one inch masking tape placed one 
inch apart, the board was painted a dark 
green which happened to be handy. That 


morning, while taking a coffee break at the 
bench, we both noted that we could see the 
mirage flow and detect the direction and 
speed of the flow with the unaided eye. 
Simple to make and use, it can be most 
helpful in detecting and using mirage as part 
of doping range conditions. 

Mirage at its very worst, thick and fast 
moving, can wash away the target rings, 
make them egg shaped and the aiming 
square a smeared black gob. At a Texas 
State Championship in 1966 we had that 
kind of mirage during the heavy bench 100 
yard phase. The rings could at times not be 
seen at all and when seen were a moving 
egg shaped mass. | shot three sighters and 
couldn't see a hole. Not too nifty a situation. 
Without any other choice, | set up the 
mechanical rest for what seemed to be the 
middle of the record target. When the flow 
looked to be the same and the wind flags 
the same, the ten required shots were fired. 
Nota single bullet hole could be seen. There 
were a number of Disq.’s. | lucked out with 
a .198”, possible only because of good 
mechanical rest and a great deal of luck. 

Now let’s talk about the other end of the 
mirage spectrum; the kind we experience 
often on the first relay of the morning match 
or in the evening and, rarely, during short 
periods of the day. In the early 1970’s the 
Precision Shooting Warm-up patch was

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common at IBS matches, the brain child of 
Ed Ferguson, Sr. I've won my fair share 
because of very slight mirage and no wind 
during early morning relays. The wind flags 
show little or nothing and no mirage flow 
can be seen. But if the crosshairs are held 
on or next to a small aiming point (nine 
o’clock on the ten ring for example) some 
slight movement can be seen of the 
crosshairs. This movement often falls into 
a repeating move, perhaps to the left for 
example, and will sit there for a few sec- 
onds. Shooting then will often take enough 
off the group size for a better than average 
group. 

Let me share another experience at a 
match last summer which demonstrates the 
effectiveness of shooting this movement of 
the crosshairs on the target. The day had 
been windy and with slight mirage all day 
at 200 yards. In the middle of the heavy 
benchrest rifle class stage a thunderstorm 
was moving in and the wind went calm, the 
wind flags just slightly fussy and offering, 
this competitor at least, very little in- 
formation. The thunderstorm was about to 
hit, and the ten shots had to be shot 
promptly before the high winds. It was 
noted that the crosshairs were moving very 
slightly and pushing to the left, then up and 
back down at which time a shot was fired. 
The light was very poor and the 36X scope 
offered a very dark image. The first two 
shots could not be seen, the third showed 
a group forming on the ten ring. The group 
was fired, as the crosshair repeated its 
movement left-up-down in about one and a 
half minutes. The finished group was a relay 
winning .341”. Made my day! 

There is therefore two basic methods of 
using mirage: flow and crosshair move- 
ment. Some of our very best competitors 
stay with the flow and it’s probably used by 
most people. It is the most usable with 
higher winds. 

Where is the mirage? It’s often said that 
we see the mirage which is at the distance 
at which the scope is focused. | feel it is 
someplace between the scope and target. 
If only seen at the scope’s focused distance 
then why do we need a mirage scope tube

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to prevent the heat from the barrel from 
raising in front of the scope? 

When mirage is flowing it is an indicator 
of the speed and direction of the wind. It 
also moves the target down wind. If it is 
ignored it will move the bullet even further 
down wind because the aiming point isn’t 
where we see it. Some years back a pair 
of Texas shooters did some testing which 
was reported in ‘‘Rifle’’ magazine. They 
proved to all that we best give attention to 
mirage for better groups. Both were highly 
skilled in the use of mirage as a range 
condition indicator along with flags. 

It is often very difficult to tell which way 
the mirage is flowing even though we can 
see it. That is one very good reason for 
having flags at the target and at some point 
just in front of the target. This usually takes 
care of assuring ourselves that the mirage 
is moving in the same direction as the flags 
all the way down range. Mirage usually is 
flowing in the direction of the flags at the 
target or just short of it. Seeing mirage flow 
speed when a problem may pull our 
attention to the bottom of the target frame 
and near the ground because we are having 
trouble catching those quick reversing 
flows that cost us a shot out of the group 
on those warm summer days with tricky 
winds. Mirage tends to be easier to see 
down there. Try some shots on the sighter 
before going to the record target. Often on 
these warm days the mirage flow and the 
indicated wind flow from the mirage is not 
completely true. The ground is quite warm 
and the air just above it is often very warm. 
Often under these conditions the mirage at 
the top of the target frame is somewhat 
more valid. 

For those who find mirage a real problem 
I'd make the following suggestion. Do some 
practice without shooting. Set up flags in 
the back yard and a target out at something 
close to 100 yards and set up a mirage 
board at the target. Sit down at the picnic 
table (in the shade) with your stands and 
rifle set up and just practice watching flags

and the mirage board. Hold on your aiming 
point and determine when you'd let the shot 
off. Out on the range later, you'll be sur- 
prised at how it all starts to go together. 

At those times when ole Sol is getting up 
in the morning or going to bed there are 
some very rapid air temperature changes 
resulting in some very tricky mirage. At a 
match at Wichita two decades or so ago we 
were just starting the 100 yard matches for 
the heavy gun as the sun went down. 
Sighters fell where expected and so did the 
first record shot. The rifle was returned to 
battery on the stands. The point of aim was 
now almost 1/4 inch to the left. Had the 
stands or bench moved? At that moment 
Bud Cardin from Kansas City let out a string 
of four letter words. | left my stands alone 
and the shot went into the first shot. As the 
remaining eight shots were fired, the 
crosshairs moved further and further left. 
As the last shot was fired into the group the 
crosshair ended over 1/2 inch to the left and 
close to 3/4”. What a relay that would have 
been off sandbags!! Bud had of course felt 
something had moved and his group ended 
1/4 inch larger than mine. | won the warm 
up, Bud won the match. 

It is assumed by some that if you can’t 
see mirage it doesn’t hurt the group, so 
stick with a lower power scope. Some.years 
ago the late Warren Page had Bausch & 
Lomb build a 6-24 which allowed him to cut 
down the field and thereby eliminate the 
troublesome mirage. He promptly learned 
that groups got worse when scope power 
was up but mirage could not be seen. Those 
that decide that what they can’t see won't 
hurt them limit their rifles performance and 
their performance. World Record groups 
are fired with fine equipment and by a 
competitor that is doping wind flags AND 
mirage perfectly! 

When you hear someone say there is no 
mirage during your first match of the 
morning, you've probably got him beat. If he 
says he doesn’t see any, watch it. You can 
bet he’s looking and will finally see it. At that 
point, he’s got the edge.

Congratulations on that December issue. Enjoyed it from front to back, and when 
you told me in mid-October that you had decided to ‘‘perk up your ad a bit for the holiday 


issue’’, and | said, ‘‘okay’’, without too much thought on the subject. . . . that will teach 
me to ask questions next time .. . . although I've sort of got to admit that | did enjoy 
reading ‘‘my”’ ad. 

| liked the ‘‘girl’” on the cover .... it was a nice touch. 

There was a lot of darn good input on PPC case problems. Eight answers, all different. 
Each one had a different system or approach to the problem .... all different.... 


but one can’t argue the success of the eight contributors. 

I’m sure that | myself haven’t FL sized often enough, and it’s because | hate to pull 
case necks all out of shape with an expander ball with neck-turned cases. In fact, there 
is no need to size the necks at all. It’s the body of the case, and the shoulder that 
is causing the bolt to close hard, or open hard. So... . what is needed is a body die 
that doesn’t change the neck of the case. 

| just checked out my FL RCBS sizer (that’s the one that | ordered to match my cases 


and where | sent along some specimen cases to RCBS). Here’s what | found: 


Fired cases, neck diameter 
Sized cases, no expander 
Sized case, with expander 


Total working of case neck 


The same die reduced the base, for- 
ward of the extractor groove .001. That’s 
okay, but it also reduced the body at the 
shoulder .004, or .002-.003 too much. A 
reduction of .001 to .0015 would be 
better. The really bad part is the over- 
working of the case neck (.006), which 
never should have been touched at all. 

Hard bolt closing is bad enough, but 
when it becomes hard to open it, that’s 
even worse. That’s when the lugs start 
to gall. If it happens in the middle of a 
match, | hope you’ll have time to make it 
back to your loading area for some of 
Malsby’s gun grease, unless you are wise 
enough to have had a tube of it in your 
pocket. 

Actions can be ruined in short order by 
tight cases or hard bolt closing, if done 
without lubrication. Would you run your 
car with no oil in the crank case?

Another point, in the opposite direction 
. the smoother the bolt lugs and 
seats, the more prone that they are to 
galling, simply because they do not hold 
grease, and need more frequent lubri- 
cation ....|.E., after every firing. 
| really believe that all of this galling 
could be eliminated if the action makers 


would make the lugs and lug seat area 


harder. | have owned Springfields, and 
pre-64 Model 70 Winchesters. | did an 
awful lot of chuck shooting with a pre-64 
Winchester . . . . indeed, | wore out four 
barrels on the critter. The original factory 
barrel .243, a .257 Roberts, a .270, and 
finally a Hart barrel in 6MM International, 
which | finally rechambered to .243 
Winchester. These rifles were shot all day 
long, sometimes up to 60 shots, without 
cleaning, and withoug any thought of 
greasing the bolt lugs. Still, | never had 
the slightest bit of galling of bolt lugs, 
even when cases got tight, and the bolt 
closed hard. 

When | true a bolt face and locking lugs

in the lathe, | normally use a cobalt tool 
bit. Try that with a Winchester pre-64 
model 70, or a Springfield! 

| agree with Myles Hollister on polishing 
chambers ....1 don’t do it. Neither do | 
cut a radius on the mouth of the chamber. 
| use a piece of 320 wet or dry paper, . 
finger held, to remove any burr, and to 
polish the end of the barrel. It doesn’t go 
into the chamber. 

Don Geraci’s comments were a jog to 
my memory of some of my better 
shooting days, when either new or freshly 
FL sized cases were used, twenty new 
cases were formed in the warmup match 
in the heavy bench class in the IBS 
Nationals at Kelbly’s in ’82, and the result 
was a 100 yard win.

All in all, a topic that needed discus- 
sion, and | thought the ‘‘debate’’ brought 
out a lot of good opinions, from people 
with excellent credentials for the dis- 
cussion. 


Dear Dave, 

| understand via the ‘“‘grapevine’”’ that 
some of the shooters at Dunham’s Bay had 
some trouble with ‘‘key-holers’”’ last Sun- 
day (January 22). 

Without seeming to be a wise guy, I’d like 
to put my two cents worth in, with my 
opinion on what’s happening. 

Acouple of years back at Dunham's Bay, 
when the temperatures were in the same 
range (below zero), | had the same ex- 
perience. 

My first indication that trouble might be 
afoot was when | walked into the warm 
clubhouse, holding my cartridge block and 
fired cases .... and suddenly those fired 
cases turned white .... with frost. 

| warmed them up, and wiped them dry 
....on the outside. However, I’m sure that 
there was moisture on the inside of the 
cases as well. Well sir, moisture in the case 
interior ranks right up there with moisture 
in the barrel. Four or five years ago, at the 
Super Shoot, when it rained for forty 
straight days and nights, a lot of us learned 
exactly what water in our rifle barrels could 
do to agroup. That was when the rain didn’t 
come down in accepted fashion; for some 
reason heaven saw fit to angle it right AT 
the firing line .... and into the muzzle of 
your rifle. Many of us couldn't believe the 
effect that one lousy droplet of water in a 
barrel muzzle could cause! 

There were many unexplained DQ’s 
during those four days, and | for one hope 
| never see another match as wet as that 
one was. There were many shots fired by 
skilled shooters that never even touched 
the paper. 

Getting back to last Sunday’s match. ... 
| was one of the guys who chickened out 
and stayed home. There’s something about 
thirty degrees below zero that brings out my 
pessimistic side. 

| have a word of advice . . . . for what it’s 
worth .... if we ever have to shoot in this 
temperature again. If you load at the match 
.... keep those cases warm. | suggest 
keeping them in your shirt pocket. If you 
segregate cases, keep your record cases in 
one pocket, and your sighters in the other. 
Put them back in the pocket as soon as they 
are fired. . . . preferably in the pocket where 
you keep your hand warmer. If they don’t 
get cold, they won’t frost up when you go 
outside.

Sorry for the delay; it’s been a while since 
| talked to you on the phone about the long 
Coyote cartridge (see May, 1983 issue for 
details on the Coyote wildcat.). 

This cartridge is a bit different from the 
original .240 Coyote that you ran the 
drawings on back in May. It’s .060 longer 
than the original one. This makes it un- 
necessary to do any trimming of the .220 
Russian case after the shoulder is set back. 
This also makes case capacity within one 
click on the Culver measure of the 6MM 
PPC. 

This cures a lot of the trouble that 
shooters are having with the cases getting 
tight, and bolts being hard to open and 
close. The minimum body taper, along with 
the sharper shoulder help a lot, and you still 
have the same case capacity that we have 
been using. 

Making the case is quite simple, really. 
You simply run your new PPC cases into a 
full length 6PPC die that has been short- 
ened forty thousandths, and that’s it. Heck, 
even you can do that, Dave. On second 
thought though, maybe you better have 
Seely shorten the die, and check out a few 
cases first. (Editor: Someone in Texas must 
be telling tales out of school about my 
mechanical ability). 

The rifles that | have chambered for this 
cartridge are shooting extremely well, and 
not having a lot of the common PPC 
problems. I’m really impressed with the all 
around performance of the cartridge. 

| shot the smallest 200 yard heavy 
varmint agg that has yet been fired at our 
range with this cartridge last October at our 
club championships. 

Maybe this will be of some interest to you 
and some of our readers. As the late Harvey 
Donaldson once said .. . . if you don’t try 
to improve, and everybody continues to do 
the same thing, we will become stagnant. 

Dave, the short Coyote was designed to 
try to come up with a case capacity that was 
ideal for the light weight 6MM bullets, and 
it does a nice job if you run the pressures

up there, like most shooters do with the 
6PPC, but the longer version shoots those 
light bullets just as well, and also shoots the 
68’s and 70’s just as well as the original 
6PPC.

The T prefix stands 
for Thunderbird Cartridge Company, who 
purchased this powder. | am a distributor 
for Thunderbird, and | market the lots of 

powder that | think would have the most 
appeal to the benchrest shooters. 

Burning characteristics will be the same 
as the original H322, but should be more 
uniform, as | will keep all lots separate.

LETTER TO THE EDITOR 


Dave, 

| have just received the January, 1984 
issue of PRECISION SHOOTING, and am 
overwhelmed to discover that | am no 
longer gn probation. | suppose that it was 
the reports of my Thanksgiving trip to 
Thunder Bay, Ontario, which coincided with 
the third worst storm in the recorded history 
of Minnesota weather that was my 
salvation. 

A minor correction to your match report 
for Council Bluff’s August Match. This is the 
third time that | have won an lowa State 
Championship (most people attribute this to 
the fact that | shoot better on east-facing, 
uphill ranges because | can not see where 
my bullets are hitting.) However, the rifle 
listed was the one that | won the previous 
two championships with. This time | used 
a sleeved Remington 600 with a mahogany 
stock (three 1” boards laminated) that was 
originally built by Don Judd in 1973. You did 
have the rest of the data correct since | 
shoot the 222. 7x30 in any class that will 
allow me to and | am the holder of a large 
portion of the world’s supply of Leupold 24X 
scopes. 

lam writing this letter to ask your help and 
that of your readers on several issues. As 
director of the North Central region of the 
NBRSA, | also have the PRIVILEGE to be 
the head of the NBRSA committees for 
Hunter Class rules and for modifications to 
both Hunter Class and Varmint Class 
targets. | would appreciate any corre- 
spondence on these subjects with your 
readers (IBS, NBRSA, or others) would 
care to submit. The target committee also 
has Gene Harwood, Ed Watson, and Steve 


Gibbons as appointed members. The 
Hunter Class Rules Committee is to have 
one member appointed from each NBRSA 
region (I have not received all the names as 
of this date.) 

| now will ramble for the remainder of this 
letter. As to the reason why PPC cases 
stretch and become difficult to operate after 
several firings is quite simple. You are just 
shooting the wrong cartridge, a 222. 7x30 
or a 6x222. 3x40 would eliminate this 
problem. Also, it is a real challenge trying 
to fit the cartridge name on the registration 
card, even more so when one shoots a 6x43 
PPC/Swift. The latter cartridge does not 
stretch cases but does require a mallet to 
open the bolt when using 31.1 grains of 
H-322 (Lot 145) and 70 grain bullets. Also, 
it has a usable barrel life of less than 2300 
rounds, and primer pockets last only a few 
firings. Tom Hexum and myself have be- 
come quite infamous for our wildcats, as 
well as for our dogged determination in 
attempting to prove that our 22’s will beat 
sixes (but only on VERY WINDY days.) 

| have read Jon Leu’s words of wisdom 
in recent issues of PS. If one considers that 
Jon is from lowa, his ramblings are to be 
accepted for what they really are. The work 
of someone who is ‘‘a few quarts low.”’ | 
have spent many a evening with Jon after 
matches, and have had his wisdom 
dropped upon me in mega-doses. 
(However, Jon has never been able to 
explain to me why all lowa ranges shoot 
east and their range masters have a desire 
to start very early in the day.) 

Many of Jon’s observations are in 
agreement with my own beliefs, especially 
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his comments concerning Hunter Class. | 
have been shooting in Hunter Class since 
1974 (unregistered, as no registered shoots 
were available until the last several years) 
and have seen the class progress from a 
beginners grouping to an occasional day of 
“slumming’’ for the varmint class shooters. 
At the time that the rules were written, the 
ten pound weight limit greatly restricted 
what a competitor could do with the rest of 
the components of his rifle. Today, the 
weight is not a serious restriction. Only, the 
six power scope restricts the class from 
becoming a second ‘‘SPORTER’”’, or 
should | say a third “‘light varmint’’. 

The major complaint that | receive is that 
the Hunter Class rules have become too 
liberal. | do not think this is necessarily bad, 
but when the complaints are usually fol- 
lowed by the loss of a prospective new 
shooter, the complaint hits home. | am the 
coordinator of two different TCL teams, as 
well, as traveling extensively to compete in 
Hunter Class shoots. The nature of my two 
teams makes me very aware of the split in 
Hunter Class shooters. One team is 
comprised of serious benchrest competi- 
tors and the other is a group shooting 
factory rifles in a primarily shotgun oriented 
club. However, | think the club members 
shooting factory rifles enjoy themselves 
more and although they will never win a 
championship, they are truly competitive 
amongst themselves. | think this agrees 
with Jon’s observations, and his complaint 
that we do little to encourage the new 
shooter. 

| am presently trying to evaluate the 
components used by all the shooters at 
both the 1982 and 1983 NBRSA Nationals, 
as well as, the 1983 NBRSA Hunter Na- 
tionals. The purpose of this is to correlate 
(if possible) the relationship between that 
used by the TOP 20 and the rest of us 
also-rans. If | receive the rest of the needed 
information from Stella, | hope to complete 
this before the start of the shooting season. 

Again, | thank you for the removal of my 
probationary status.

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BARREL FOULING 


by Ed Shilen 


When | went back to competition 
shooting 2 years ago, the subject which | 
was hearing more about than | had in the 
past was on barrel fouling. Either we 
weren't getting as much fouling in the past, 
or the fouling had become more critical in 
regards to shooting the ultra small groups 
and aggregates. | have been working on the 
fouling problem for the last 2 years and 
would like to pass on my experiences to the 
shooters. 

First off, | need to say that | have not 
come up with any magical fix to the fouling 
problem, but | think | do have some in- 
formation that will help shooters cope with 
the problem. 

The first thing | found is that the fouling 
problem is highly exaggerated. | have been 
working with rifle barrels for a long time and 
| can’t tell if a barrel is excessively fouled 
by looking at it with my naked eye. This is 
because all barrels foul to some extent 
during even a 5-shot match, and unless the 
fouling is really excessive it is difficult to say 
if the fouling is a problem even when viewing 
it with a real good 6X borescope. Over the 
last year or so | have been borescoping 
barrels after they were shot and before they 
were cleaned. Then | would clean them to 
see how much of the fouling was removed. 
| have been doing this with not only our 
barrels, but other makes of barrels as well. 
And | have been doing it with barrels that 
shot very well and ones that shot poorly. 


First, let’s talk about the barrels that shot 
well. They all had some degree of powder 
and jacket fouling in them after being shot. 
And they all still had some fouling in them 
after being cleaned with either Hoppees or 
Marksman’s Choice. Cleaning procedure 
was to make 10 to 12 passes through the 
barrel with a brush saturated with solvent 
and then patch dry. 

Using this cleaning procedure the 
Marksman’s Choice does remove more of 
the fouling than old or new Hoppees would, 
but not all of it. However, if you leave 
Marksman’s Choice in the barrel overnight 
and then scrub it, all the fouling, powder and 
jacket, will be removed. Hoppees would not 
take it all out even if you soaked it for a 
week. | highly recommend the Marksman’s 
Choice. If you think you are having a fouling 
problem, use a saturated patch to wet the 
bore and don’t brush it out until you are 
ready to shoot the next match. The 
Marksman’s Choice is good, but it needs 
time to dissolve the fouling. 

Inspecting the good shooting barrels 
showed they would all foul some within a 
5-shot match, but not enough so as to affect 
accuracy. And ‘‘normal’’ cleaning proce- 
dures would keep the fouling at an ac- 
ceptable level. 

The poor shooting barrels that | was able 
to determine were shooting badly because 
of excessive fouling were divided into two 
categories. Fouling caused by mechanical

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problems and fouling from an unknown 
cause. 

A mechanical problem means a rough- 
ness in the barrel that will promote jacket 
fouling. When such a condition exists the 
jacket fouling builds up with each shot and 
the condition gets progressively worse. If 
you have a barrel with a mechanical caused 
fouling, no cleaning solvent or chemical is 
going to cure the problem. Even if you get 
it all cleaned out you won’t be able to get 
through a 5-shot match without it fouling up 
again and throwing shots. The only possible 
fix that will help in not too serious cases is 
to have the barrel maker re-lap the barrel. 
Sometimes that will fix it. Sometimes 
shooting will eventually smooth out the 
roughness. 

In most of the cases of barrels with 
mechanical problems, the fault was not with 
the barrel maker. It was. usually due to 
damage done to the barrel after it left the 
barrel maker’s shop. Barrel makers can’t 
walk on water. There is always a chance 
that something can get past the inspection 
procedure. If you have doubts about a 
barrel, send it back for inspection. | know 
of no more an ethical group of people than 
the barrel makers who cater to the BR 
shooters. If they find a problem that was 
their fault, they will make good on it. If they 
find problems caused by outside sources 
they will tell you. 

There are some very common types of 
damage done to barrels that cause ac- 
curacy problems. 

1. Bad crown on muzzle (causes inaccuracy 
but is not a fouling related problem): Can be 
caused by a burr left during the crowning. 
A burr caused by the crown being bumped 
by a hard object, or wear on edges of the 
crown caused by the abrasive action of the 
cleaning rod. 

2. Roughness on the lands directly ahead 
of the throat: This can definitely promote 
fouling in a barrel. This damage is usually 
done during the process of chambering the 
barrel. It can be caused by a too tight pilot 
bushing on the chambering reamer, or from 
steel chips which flow forward during the 
chambering process and mutilate the lands.

3. Mutilation to the lands caused by 
“slugging” the barrel to determine groove 
size: It takes a certain amount of skill and 
knowledge to ‘‘slug’” a barrel and not do 
any damage to it. If the lands are damaged 
it will cause fouling. If the barrel maker can’t 
supply you with the groove size, and you 
just gotta know what it is, and you do insist 
on slugging it, be prepared to suffer the 
consequences. 

4. Shooting a bullet through a barrel that 
has foreign matter in it. This can produce 
a rough spot that will foul. The foreign 
matter can be just about anything imag- 
inable. A grain of sand, a bristle off your 
cleaning rod brush, a thread from a patch, 
etc., etc. Did you ever fire that first sighter 
shot and them remember you didn’t patch 
out the barrel after scrubbing? If you did, 
and you didn’t damage the barrel, you were 
very lucky. 

5. Damage done by the cleaning process: 
This is without a doubt the most often found 
problem. Some of the damage will result in 
fouling problems. Some other types of 
damage will result in the barrel shooting 
badly for reasons other than fouling. | 
believe more barrels lose their gilt edge 
because of cleaning rod wear than from the 
erosion caused by shooting. The throat of 
the chamber and the inside edge of the 
muzzle are the areas damaged by cleaning 
rod wear. This is not a fouling related 
problem. Quite to the contrary. The area 
worn by the cleaning rod is very, very 
smooth and very easy to recognize with a 
bore scope. Never have | seen a case of 
cleaning rod wear that wears the throat and 
crown evenly around the 360° circumfer- 
ence of the barrel. It is always on one side 
and covers from 25° to 120° of the cir- 
cumference. It is this lop-sided wear effect 
that makes the rifle quit shooting. The only 
way to minimize this type of damage is to

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keep the rod straight and in line with the 
bore while stroking. If you don’t, the best 
bore saver ever made won’t keep the throat 
from being damaged. To minimize damage 
to the crown don’t push the rod any further 
out the barrel than is necessary to clear the 
brush or patch. 

6. Scratches and gouges in the barrel 
caused by the cleaning rod: The safest rods 
to use are the plastic coated Parker Hale 
or Dewey. | have yet to see a metal rod | 
would use in my barrels. | know of no metal 
rod which is hard enough to resist ‘‘picking 
up”’ foreign matter and then being abrasive 
to the barrel, or causing scratches. The 
worst situation with a metal rod is when it 
has a bend or kink in it. Keep those rods 
perfectly true and straight. 

Another cause of barrel damage while 
cleaning is by using an overly tight patch. 
| have seen shooters hammering patches 
through the barrel with the palm of their 
hand. That is much too tight. In such a 
situation all it takes is a bit of foreign matter 
inbedded in the patch to cause scratches 
or gouges. 

Now for the interesting part: Barrels that 
foul excessively for no known reason. I’m 
talking about barrels that look absolutely 
perfect. A very even lapped finish, no tool 
marks, pits, scratches, gouges or rough- 
ness of any kind. | have seen such barrels 
that were terribly fouled with both powder 
residue and jacket fouling. 

| don’t know for sure what causes it or 
how to cure it, but | do have a theory. |

believe it starts with excessive powder 
fouling, which in turn starts the jacket 
fouling. Why a certain powder will cause 
such fouling in one barrel and not foul in 
another, | don’t know. Maybe a smaller or 
larger diameter bullet will stop it, or hotter 
primer, or a powder with a faster or slower 
burn rate. 

If you have a good barrel that is fouling, 
give it a thorough cleaning with Marks- 
man’s Choice and then experiment with 
different components to stop it. | know of 
nothing else to do. 

If any or our readers have any ideas or 
opinions on the subject, | would like to hear 
them.

CAST BULLETS 
IN 6mm 


by Andy Barniskis 


During the 1983 season, | noticed a small 
but distinct increase in interest in small 
caliber cast bullets. Shooters like John 
Alexander, Bob Schmauch, and Gordon 
Richardson concentrated on .22 caliber, 
had moulds of their own design made up, 
and generally approached experimentation 
in aserious analytical way. By so doing they 
made great progress with that difficult 
caliber, achieving accuracy easily on a par 
with the better .30 caliber rifles. 


With the 6mm PPC being the current 
undisputed champion of the jacketed bullet 
benchrest world, it was inevitable that a few 
cast bullet shooters would become inter- 
ested in that cartridge, and also in other 
cartridges of 6mm bore. Possibly as a result 
of this interest, new 6mm cast bullet de- 
signs have begun to appear for the first time 
in several years, and | anticipate a sig- 
nificant amount of original work being done 
with this caliber in the next season or two. 

The following is intended to be the 
‘‘kickoff’’ article of what hopefully will be a 
continuing series reporting new progress 
with cast bullets in 6mm cartridges. | 
presently have on my shelf two 6mm 
moulds each from Lyman, RCBS, Eagan, 
and Hoch, all of different design, and 
spanning a weight range from 68 to 105 grs. 
| hope to either test, or coordinate the 
testing of, these bullets in several cartridges 
including the .243 Winchester, the 6mm 
and/or .244 Remington, the 6mm PPC, and 
possibly the 6mm/250. Rifling twists will 
range from 9 to 14 inches. | believe that if 
and when this series is completed it will be 
the first comprehensive study of cast bullets 
in .24 caliber. 


BACKGROUND 

That 6mm has never been very popular 
as a Cast bullet caliber most likely results 
from the same accident of ballistic design 
and marketing that led to the .243 Win- 
chester taking the early lead as the most 
popular of the two factory 6mm cartridges 
which were born about the same time. 
Supposedly Winchester thought of the .243 
as a combination varmint/big game load 
and chose the 10” rifling twist to stabilize 
100+ gr. bullets. Remington on the other 
hand saw their .244 (the maiden name of 
today’s 6mm Remington) as a varmint 
round only and chose a 12” twist, limiting 
it to bullets of around 90 grs. maximum. 
With the proper media hype thrown in, the

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result was the .243 getting the nod from the 
shooting public as THE popular new car- 
tridge of the late 50’s and early 60’s. 

While cast bullet performance didn’t 
enter the popularity equation at all, the 
success of the .243 virtually doomed 6mm 
as a cast bullet caliber, since, in my opinion, 
there is no more poorly designed cham- 
bering for cast bullets than the factory .243. 
Not that there is anything wrong with the 
.243 cartridge, per se, but Winchester 
chose to use the ‘‘no-throat’’ concept, with 
the rifling starting very nearly at the end of 
the neck of the cartridge case. This in 
conjunction with the relatively short necked 
case meant that any cast bullet in the 80+ 
gr. weight range would have to be seated 
with its base far down into the powder 
space — a sure prescription for lousy or non- 
existent accuracy. While I’m sure there are 
quite a few, somewhere, | must say that | 
have never seen a .243 that shot cast 
bullets really well. If you have one that does, 
I'll bet it has either a custom chamber and 
throat, or a badly worn throat, which allows 
cast bullets to be seated out in the neck 
where they belong. 

To prove that | am not just bad- 
mouthing the .243, | will say that more than 
alittle of the problem with cast bullets in that 
cartridge is the available bullet designs, 
since the ubiquitous Lyman 245496 and 
245498 bullets are particularly ill-suited to 
short throats, and will almost always push 
back into the powder space of a .243 when 
the bolt is closed. With a properly designed 
bullet or a longer throat there is no reason 
the .243 shouldn't be one of the better 6mm 
cartridges for cast bullets. 

| suspect that it is because of this mis- 
match between bullets, neck, and throat, in 
the most popular 6mm factory cartridge, 
that 6mm as a caliber got a reputation as 
being difficult to load cast bullets for. | will 
now state without reservation that 6mm is 
not a difficult caliber to work with at all, and 
is in fact the smallest entirely practical cast 
bullet caliber — practical being defined as 
meaning that no special or extraordinary 
care is required in preparing ammunition. 
Having worked extensively with both .22 
caliber and 6mm cast bullets in my time, | 
have found that whereas meticulous care 
and inspection is required at every step 
while working with .22 caliber, a given 
amount of care applied to 6mm will pay off 
with comparable performance as could be 
expected from .30 caliber or any of the other 
medium bores. 

While | haven’t worked with 6mm for a 
couple of years now, the caliber has a soft 
place in my heart, since | started CBA 
competition shooting a very ordinary .244 
Remington caliber varmint rifle built on a 
military Mauser action, and worked with it 
fairly successfully for several years. Even 
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though the rifle has a striker fall approxi- 
mately like being rear ended by a Muscovite 
omnibus, | developed my loads to the point 
where | won or placed in a postal match or 
two, and achieved scores in the 192-196 
(out of 200) range in shoulder-to-shoulder 
competition, which isn’t too shabby even by 
today’s standards. As a result of my ex- 
periments during that period | have some 
definite opinions about the caliber, some of 
which may be at odds with the common 
knowledge (or more correctly, beliefs) about 
it. 

From a purely practical viewpoint, | see 
no reason at all for a cast bullet in 6mm 
heavier than 80 grs. (By ‘‘practical,’”’ | mean 
making sense for typical field use for 
hunting or plinking, as compared to ben- 
chrest shooting, where ANYTHING may 
make sense.) No one, | hope, is going to use 
6mm cast bullets for big game, so, the 
penetration of a heavier bullet is immaterial, 
and as noted above, a long bullet will 
probably be trouble in most factory sporting 
rifles. The field of small game hunting is 
where | feel the 6mm has very practical 
application, and for that, 80 grs. or less of 
bullet weight is more than adequate. Yet, 
the mould manufacturers seem bent on 
keeping the weight of their 6mm cast bullets 
on the far side of 80 grs. | suppose they 
know what sells, so! can’t blame them, but, 
| seriously doubt the occasional bullet 
caster who decides to give a try at squirrel 
hunting with his .243 is going to have much 
luck with the typical bullet of 85 - 95 grs. 
This is a shame, since with the right 
combination a good 6mm varmint rifle 
should be able to place all shots on a 
squirrel at 100 yards, if you can see them 
that far. 

My idea for a practical, ‘‘universal’’ 6mm 
cast bullet is one weighing 75 to 80 grs., 
with driving bands about the length of the 
neck of the .243 Winchester cartridge, and 
a long, bore-riding nose that tapers from 
perhaps 0.235” near the tip to about 
.237”-.238” in front of the first driving band. 
Such a bullet would enter the throat of most 
factory 6mm chamberings, and the tapered 
nose would pickup the lands somewhere 
along its length for nearly perfect guidance, 
without pushing the bullet back down into 
the powder space when the bolt was 
closed. The only mould maker having a 
design approximating this idea is Eagan, 
whose M-EX2 .243 fits the formula fairly 
closely. | should mention also that NEI 
makes several moulds for 6mm designs of 
under 80 grs., and these also would be 
good choices for most 6mm rifles. 

Another suspicion | have is that the 
stability of a90+ gr. cast bullet is marginal 
at cast bullet velocities, even in a 10” twist. 
The first custom mould | ever had made was 
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a 6mm, for a bullet which resembled a 
scaled-down ‘.30 B.O.W.M.” slug; very 
nearly a wadcutter, with a large flat nose 
and only the slightest rounding for an ogive. 
This bullet, though shorter than the Lyman 
245496, weighted in at up to 91 grs., 
depending on alloy, compared to perhaps 
82 grs. maximum for the Lyman. At 100 
yards it had a slight edge on 245496 for 
accuracy, yet at 200 yards | could never get 
it to print on a 4 foot square backboard. 
Somewhere just beyond 100 yards it went 
positively beserk, and | presume, began to 
tumble. The 245496, while no champ at 
200, was still going point forward, and 
would group at around 2.0 moa. 

The point of this is that the heavier bullet, 
though shorter, was just not stable beyond 
a given point, whereas a lighter though 
slightly longer bullet was. This was in a 
barrel of 12” twist. Perhaps the heavier 
bullet would have been OK in a 10” twist 
barrel, but, would a bullet of the same 
weight but longer, more conven- 
tional profile have been stable in ANY twist? 
Perhaps deceptively so at shorter range, 
while “‘spreading”’ sharply at longer range. 
| do know that to date, | have never gotten 
the long, heavy Lyman 245498 to shoot at 
all in 12” twist, so | suspect it is at best 
marginally stable in any common twist. 

Almost everyone who mentions cast 
bullets in 6mm brings up the point of their 
alleged wind sensitivity. No doubt they are 
more sensitive than .30 caliber, and, it’s 
safe to say that a good heavy bullet will beat 
agood light bullet every time, but, | think the 
importance of the wind sensitivity is greatly 
overblown. (No pun intended.) At 100 
yards, in average conditions, | never felt 
handicapped at all with the 6mm, and at 200 
yards, there were days when some .30 
caliber shooters got blown off the paper 
while | managed to stay on, and I’m no great 
doper of conditions. | don’t think the 200 
yard CBA records will ever be broken, or 
even approached, by the 6mm, but, one 
shouldn't get the idea he’s put completely 
out of the game by the wind if he’s shooting 
a .24 — conditions will be tough, but not 
impossible, as some imply. 

Among the reasons | believe 6mm may 
have a place in the cast bullet benchrest 
game, particularly at 100 yards, is that it has 
the same light recoil advantage as is 
recognized for it among jacketed bullet 
benchresters. Because of the interest of 
several shooters in trying their 6mm PPC 
benchrest guns with cast bullets, Don 
Eagan has just brought out his M-EX3 .24X 
design, which at 68-70 grs. should be light 
and short enough for the popular 14” twist 
used in these guns. Come springtime we 
should know what the future will hold for 
cast bullets in the PPC; if there is any 


promise, it shouldn’t be too long before we 
see a gun in that caliber built especially for 
cast bullets.

A number of items were brought out in 
your letters and conversations with me that 
led me to consolidate a list of the major 
issues or points that need to be addressed 
in any effort to consolidate. | have listed 
those points below: 


1. Retain membership voting and repre- 
sentation 
2. Retain the International Theme 
3. Establish East and West Champion- 
ships 
4. Rotate National championship 
between East and West 
5. Keep local interest and focus ‘‘Don’t 
get too big for our britches” 
6. Have a club and shooter centered 
organization (not focused on BIG) 
7. Retain the existing IBS as a separate 
region 
8. Find a new name 
9. Have regional meetings similar to our 
annual meeting 
10. Have Director’s bound by regional 
meeting voting 
11. Consolidate the rules slowly (create no 
hardships) 


It was with these thoughts in mind that 
Tom and | met and discussed the possibility: 
ef consolidation. Our interests are to keep 
Benchrest growing, yet have an organi- 
zation that has not lost touch with the little 
clubs and the sometimes shooter. Our 
focus needs to be such that the organi- 
zation is a helpmate to the clubs and 
provides a leveling of the rules for com- 
petition while at the same time spreading 
word about the sport. The organization 
should not ‘‘run’”’ the clubs or shooters. We 
feel that the feelings of the general mem- 
bership need to be assessed before pro- 
ceeding further. Therefore, we have de- 
veloped a survey postcard to be mailed to 
all members to determine if they are in favor 
of a consolidation. If the survey indicates 
that a mandate exists to move in the 
direction of consolidation, it is our plan to 
have the mandate approved by the NBRSA 
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Board and the IBS membership to have a 
two year trial consolidation. Committees 
would be appointed with representation 
from both organizations to develop the 
details of the two year trial consolidation. 
Rules would be gradually melted together 
to ensure consistency while at the same 
time allowing regions to maintain a certain 
amount of autonomy. 

No one should get overly excited about 
the Nationals rotating East and West. A 
Western and an Eastern Championship 
would be held each year and the Nationals 
would be in the East one year and the West 
the following year. Each of us must realize 
that the East currently has four clubs that 
are able and willing to hold Championships 
and the West has only two.

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PERMANENT RULE CHANGES ACCEPTED AT 
JANUARY 14, 1984 ANNUAL MEETING 


1. Change PART I, Section |, Item B, Article 
13, page 4 to read: 


(a) A front rest shall support the front part 
of a rifle; a rear rest shall support the rear 
part of a rifle; neither rest may be attached 
to the bench, the rifle or each other 
(exception — Heavy bench rests may be 
one piece for front and rear). 

(b) Unrestricted rests may incorporate 
guiding means, and adjustments for 
elevation and windage in either or both 
components. Unrestricted rests may be of 
one piece construction for front and rear. 


2. Change PART I, Section V, Item B, page 
15 to read: 


Preregistration for IBS Championships 
will be required at least 30 days in advance 


of the Championships. There will be a 
mandatory late fee of $10.00 assessed for 
all preregistrations received after 30 days 
before the Championship. Should a pre- 
registered competitor be unable to attend, 
the total fee will be refunded. 


3. Change PART I, Section Il, Item R, 
Paragraph 1, Subparagraph C on page 12 
to include: 


300 Yard score aggregates for Hunter, 
Light Varmint, and Heavy Varmint are to be 
recognized. 


4. Change PART |, Section V, Item K, 
Paragraph 2, subparagraph b on page 19 
to read: 


(b) Rebarreling, restocking, and special 


triggers permitted. Must have an operative 
safety. Any device inserted or attached to 
the trigger guard is unacceptable as a 
safety. The mechanical safety device must 
be operative with the barreled action 
removed from the stock and the safety must 
be permanently attached to the barreled 
action. 


5. Add to PART |, Section V, Item K, 
Paragraph 4, subparagraph (f) the follow- 
ing: 

Scoring plug is to be placed in the target 
by Official Scorer and not removed until a 
decision is made. If scorer cannot arrive at 
a decision, then it is to be made by the 
referees before the plug is removed. At this 
time a letter ‘‘P’’ is to be placed by the 
score.

2. Add to PART I, Section Ill, a paragraph 
to be designated as Paragraph S entitled 
IBS Awards. The wording of said section to 
be presented at the 1984 Meeting to be held 
in January of 1985. 


3. Change PART |, Section Ill, Paragraph 
R to reflect the removal of 5 shot HB 
competition from recognized IBS Com- 
peitition. Add a paragraph to list the retired 
records. 


4. Establish a Benchrest Hall of Fame for 
the IBS using the same rules that exist for 
the NBRSA Hall of Fame. Points to be 
awarded for IBS competition since the 
inception of the IBS per the data collected 
by Dave Brennan and Al Angerman. 


5. Change PART I, Section Il, Paragraph E 
to read: 


In addition to the moving backer strip or 
card, a stationary backer shall be required. 
The stationary backer at 100 yards shall be 
placed exactly 36 inches behind the record 
target and 72 inches behind the record 
target at 200 yards and 108 inches at 300 
yards. 
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6. Add Paragraph H to PART I, Section II 
to read: 


H. SIGHT-IN TARGETS will be provided 
for the first match of each class. The sight-in 
targets will consist as a minimum of two 
large pieces of paper, with new benchrest 
targets affixed thereto. 


7. Add to PART |, Section Ill, a paragraph 
as follows: 


Competitors changing calibers before or 
during competition must complete a caliber 
change card immediately and prior to the 
effected match. Caliber change cards will 
be available from the range officer and must 
be returned to the range officer as the 
competitor goes to the line. A competitor 
who does not report a change to a larger 
caliber will not be given the credit. A 
competitor who does not report a change 
to a smaller caliber will be subject to dis- 
qualification. An exception to ths rule would 
be if a competitor developed a rifle or 
ammunition problem during the actual firing 
of a match will not be disqualified if a gun 
used is of a different caliber and that change 
is reported immediately at the end of the 
effected match. The referees would 
determine the appropriate measurement 
method for the effected target.
